In 1SS1 a treaty was effected and rati- 


fied between the United States and 
China, which provided that the govern- 
ment of the former should have power 
to limit, suspend, or regul ite, but not 
prohibit the importation of, Chinese 
laboreis, Chinese merchants, travellers, 
and their serva-.ts, teachers, and stu- 


tlua.canattvjju!|e_ to 


sa me rights as those vouchsafed, to the 
citizens of the most favored nations. 


On way 0, 1882, however Congress 


passed, an act suspending Chinese im- 
migration for a period of ton years. 


A bill promoted by Eepreseniutive 


Geiuy, of California, and known as the 
Geary Act, became law May 5, 1893. By 
this measure the previous exclusion acts 
ot 1SB3, 1884 and 18S8 weie re-snacted 
for ten years ; all Chinamen were re- 
iiuired to obtain certificates ot residence, 
in default of which they were to be de- 
porttd at the expense of the Uuited 
States. Only 12,000 out of 100 000 com- 
plied with the law. The question of its 
constitutionality was settled by a decis- 
ion of the United States Supreme Court, 
May 15, 1893.

The Bailie of Gettysburg an Accident. 


Napoleon Is aald to have remarked, on 


a certain occasion, that a dog light 
might determine the result of a great 
battle. A circumstance very trivial in 
itself brought about the Battle of Get- 
tysburg. It is a well-known faot that 
General Meade bad selected Pipe Creek 
Hills, near Weatminator, Md., as his line 
of battle when he received intelligence 
of the engagement at Gettysburg. 


On the 29th of June, Lee's Army waa 


disposed as follows: Longatreet'a Corps 
at or near Chambersburg; E »al 1 'a Corps, 
which bad been pushed east as far as 
York, had received orders to counter- 
march and unite with Hill's carpi, 
which lay at tbe foot of tbe South Moun- 
tain in the vicinity of Cashtown, the 
cavalry not heard from, probably at or 
near Carlisle. 


Learning that a supply of shoes waa 


to be obtained at Mcllhenny's store on 
Centre Square, Gettysburg, eight mllea 
distant from Caahtown, and greatly 
needing foot-wear for bia men, General 
Heth directed General Pettigrew to go 
to Gettysburg aud procure those sup- 
plies. 


On the morning of June 30, General 


Pettigrew with liu brigade procseiled to 
within a short distance of Gettysburg, 
on the Chambersburg pike, but did not 
enter tbe town, returning the same 
evening to Cashtown ai.d reporting that 
ho was not able to carry out hisordeis 
for the reason that Gettysburg was oc- 
cupied by 11 utrong force of Fader il c.i\- 
alry, that some or Ins i.tlieerd h id heard 
drums beating on tl)« farther side of the 
town, and that under the circumslances 
he did not deem it advi-ablc to enter th« 
town.

The First Cannon Shot. 


Tho first cannon shot in t'iO battle of 


Gettysburg was fired by the Confeder- 
ates from a battery stationed ou Lohr 's 
Hill, several hundred yards west of 
Marsh Creek bridge on the Chambers- 
burg turnpike. 


On the first hill east of that position, 


in the brick house at present owned and 
occupied by Capt. James Mickley, re- 
sided at the lime of the battle, a black- 
smith by the name of E^hralm Wisler. 


Noticing certain strange movements 


aud actions of small bodies of armed men 
in vicinity of his houae, but not dream- 
ing that they were the advance guard of 
the Confederate Army, Mr. Wisler step- 
ped from the gale opening from his 
yard to the pike to observe what was go- 
ing on. At this inatant tbe Brtt gun, 
stationed on Lohr's Hill, as already de- 
scribed, was discharged, the ball of 
which, a twelve pound solid ahot, struck 
tbe pike immediately in front of him, 
plowing up the solid road bed and acat 
tering the ground over him. The shock 
to his nervous system was so great tbat 
he became completely prostrated. 
He 


took to hia bed soon afterwards and 
never roae from it. 


Preferred to Die on Ihe Fielil. 


During the Battle of Gettysburg a 


poor Confederate soldier who looked the 
very image of death, hobbled out of the 
ambulance in which be had been lying, 
and, shouldering his musket, waa just 
starting forward, when the surgeon-in 
charge stopped liino with: 


"Where are you going sir ?" 
"To the front, doctor," and the brave

The moath of December 
was well advanced, the fund was still 
short, when Gen. Wager Swayne, a few 
days before his death, sent out an ap- 
peal for funds for ths university, saying 
the money ought to be given aa a recog- 
nition of the nation's debt to Gen. How- 
ard, the sole survivor of the Major-Gen- 
erala, whom Congress thanked for their 
services in turning back the tide of the 
Rebellion at Gettysburg. 


This was sufficient and Gen. Howard 


has tbe pleasure to announce with new 
year that subscriptions to the amount of 
$200,000 have been received for the pro- 
posed endowment of Lincoln Memorial 
University. 


Lincoln Memorial University, owing 


eo much to Gettysburg, has 600 acres at 
Cumberland Gap and ou these it has 
suitable buildings for Lousing and teach- 
ing 200 of tbe "poor whites" of the 
region. Provision is now being made 
for 200 more. It is designed to enable 
young women as well as young men to 
support themselves, and ic addition to 
tbeir studies the young men till the 
farm, lay brick and engage in other in- 
dustrial wcrs, while tbe young women 
do housework and learn housekeeping 
under proper teachers. The university 
has been in operation foi some yean and 
has bad from the first more student* 
than it could adequately provide for.

ORGANIZATION OF HOUSE AND SENATE- 


QUAY'S SLATE PUT THROUGH. 


Senator Herbs! Complimented — Penrose and 


Guffey Nominated—Governor's Message 


Read—Quay Statuary. 


Wben the Senate of Pennsylvania was 


called to order on Tuesday of last week, 
Senator Donald P McPherson was present, 
as likewise were Representatives John R. 
Bittinger and Elisha A Seabrook in the 
House. The following are short aketohe's 
of the representatives of Adatns County : 


Senator 
Donald P. llcPherson, the 


youngentfoa of Hon. Edward McPherson, 
deceased, is in his 33rd year. He gradu 
ated from Pennsylvania College in 1SS9. 
From 1890 to 1802 he waa a clerk in the 
disbursing office of tbe clerk of tbe Mouse 
at Washington. He then took a three 
years course at Harvard Law School, 
graduating therefrom in 1895. Ho was 
admitted to the Bar of Adams county in 
1896, becoming a partner in tbe firm of 
MoPherson & McPherson. In 1900 he 
was elected to the lower House of the Leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania, and in 1902 
to tbe upper House. 


Representative John B. Bittinger was 


born in 1849 in Oxford township. In bis 
early ohildhood his father removed to 
Berwick township where John R. bae 
lived over since. He waa educated in the 
public schools. He started in the lime 
burning business in 1871 and still contin 
iiea therein. In 1896 he was elected to 
tbe same office he now holds. 


Representative Elieba A. Seabrook was 


bora in Liberty towtiahip in 18G1. He 
waa educated- in the public schools and 
attending Prof. Aaron Shesly's Nornm 
School fitted himself as a teacher. He 
taught schools in the county for eleven 
years and then became a farmer. He has 
been Justice of the Peace, school director 
and rilled other offices. 


Oa Monday of last week the Republican 


caucus of Bouse and Senate met and the 
slate oi Quay was arranged to be put 
through. The reports would indicate that 
the representatives of Adams country at 
tended the caucus of their respective 
bodies. Everything was cut anil dried 
and on Tuesday when the Legislature mel 
tbe orders were obeyed 


Henry F. Walton, of Philadelphia, was 


elected Speaker of tbe House, the Demo- 
crats giving Representative L. M. Castner, 
ot Lyooming, a complimentary vote. 


Jobn M. Scott, also o! Philadelphia, 


was elected President pro. tern, of the 
Senate, the Democratic complimentary 
vote going to Senator E. M. Ilerbet, o 
Berke, who is a graduate of Pennsylvania 
College and well known to many of our 
people. 


The 120 officers and employees of botl 


Houses who served the last Legislature wil 
hold over until Jan. 19, the eve of the day 
for the Gubernatorial Inauguration and 
balloting for United States Senator. 


Nominations for United States Senator 


being in order, Bliss, of Delaware, nomi 
noted Boies Penrose andlkeler, ol Colum- 
bia, nominated James M. Guffey, of Pitt.1- 
barg, for the Democrats. In the Senate 
Senator Grady names Penrose and Senator 
Hall, oi Elk, names Guffey. There were 
no other nominations. 


The final message of Governor Stone to 


the Legislature was presented and read 
As an outgoing Executive his recommen 
dations are few. 


He proposes the adoption of needed 


statutory restraint upon tbe practice o: 
child labor, advacates libeial provision 
for tbe National Guard j compulsory arbi 
tration of labor disputes, the establish 
ment of a School of Forestry, amendment 
of the Child Labor laws prohibiting the 
employment ot young children in coal 
breakers and slate quarries, and suitable 
appropriation for tbe representation of the 
industries of the State at tbe St Louie Ex. 
position. 


From a Dernpcratic point of view, Gov- 


ernor Stone's leavetafcinR seems to be his 
beet performance. 


A joint committee ot Senate and House 


was elected to prepare for tbe inauguration 
of Governor elect-Pennypaoker on Jan. 20. 
Among othor committees was MoConkey, 
of York. 


Senator McPuerson offered a bill pro 


viding an appropriation of $7,000 for the 
nauguration cermony. 


On Wednesday after the Legislature of- 


ficially discovered that Pennypacker had 
]een elected Governor and the vote for 
state officers in eaoh county had been 
drearily read, both Houses adjourned nn- 
til Monday, January 19. It wae also 
agreed to that the Legislature should ad- 
ourn sine die OB April 16. 


Before adjourning a bill was introduced 


n the Senate for tbe erection of a monu- 
ment to tbe late Simon Cameron in Capi- 
ol Park at a cost of $25,090. It is said a 
statue to Quay is to follow.

The detective has many curious rld- 


.dles to solve. One of the most remark- 
able that ever came up for my solution 
Tvas connected with the case of a niau 
named Joel Klapper. He lived alone 
and -was murdered one night during a 
blizzard. The murderer left him for 
dead, but he did not die for some time 
after the blow was struck. Unable to 
leave the bed in which he was mur- 
dered, there seemed to be no way of 
communicating Information that would 
lead to the punishment of Ills murder- 
er, let he succeeded in leaving all 
that was essential. 


Klapper was used to reading at night 


In bed before going to sleep and kept 
on a stand beside his bed a lamp, 
matches and some books. When the 
body was' discovered In the rnornlug, 
the lamp was burning, though the oil 
was nearly exhausted. People who had 
passed tho house between 11 and 12 
reported that they had seen .no light, 
but a man who hail passed just before 
dawn on his way to a train declared 
that he had noticed a light in Klapper's 
room. 
He know Klapper and won- 


dered if he were not ill. lie said lie 
would have stopped to find out, but 
had barely time to reach his train. 


I framed several theories, more or less 


Influenced by this circumstance. Klap- 
per was surely In bod with the light out 
when the murder was committed. How 
then could It have been burning in the 
morning unless he had lived long 
enough alter the blow to light itl I 
had a feeling (I can find no better word 
to express it) that the lamp had been 
lighted by the victim with a purpose 
drier he hail been struck. 


1 looked for a communication on pa- 


per, but found none. I was absently 
turning over the leaves of one of the 
books on the table when I came to a 
red smudge. 
It covered the word 


"ten." It at once occurred to me that 
Klapper had communicated something 
concerning the 
murder 
by words 


smudged by his own blood, and I look- 
ed for more, which I found. I expect- 
ed that they would lie in the order of 
a message, but they did not. Consec- 
utively placed they read: 


Ten, crlap, man, on, beard, me 
Called. 
National, live, bill, took dollar, hair, fore- 
head, new, because, scar, red and stabbed, 
I of all, ten. 


The moment I had placed these 


words on paper In the above order I 
knew from the words scar, beard and 
hair that it contained a description of 
the murderer.
